OTTAWA, Feb. 23 (BUP) - 
France has nudged Canada out of 
the third-place spot in world 
traders, the Trade Department 
reported today 

This country held

“Canada stands first in exports 
and imports per capita when 
compared with the 10 major 
trading . countries,” the trade 
department said.

“The per capita trade of Canada 
is three times as great as that of 
the United States. In the year 
ending September, 1951, Canadian 
per capita foreign trade, includ- 
ing both exports and imports, 
was $536, while that’of the United 
States for thé same périod was 
$173. 

“Although the United States is 
the’ most important country in 
world trade, it cannot be said that 
international. trade is of similar 
importance to the United States 
economy.” 


WORLD TRADE 


Another important feature of 
world trade in the year ending 
last September was the “astound- 
ing increase” in German exports 
and imports, the trade depart- 
ment’s weekly publication, 
Foreign Trade said. In 1950, Ger- 
man trade totaled $4,685.000,000 
(B) and soared to $6,627,000,000

King’s Funeral; Moving Experience

LONDON, Feb. 14 Through 
the last week London has been 
truly the heart of the Empire

HELPED A CANADIAN 

It was the last six 
months of war that Carla 
got into serious .trouble 

One of the prisoners in the Ca 
nadian camp had been complain 
ing about not getting enough to 
eat. Carla asked him about the 
Req Cross parcels he received. 

He answered, “What is -the use 
of jam and butter from the par 
cels when we have no bread to 
put it on?” 

Carla knew there was plenty 
of fresh bread in the camp kit- 
chen to which she had access 

That evening, when the camp 
had settled down, she took sev 
eral loaves to the Canadians and 
when she was returning she was 
caught by a German guard. 

“I‘was taken a prisoner and 
locked up. This meant only one 
thing. In the morning I would 
undergo a field trial, which is

Late in 1945, follewing the end 
of the war Carla Bivainis went to 
Czechoslovakia try to find 
clothes she had sent to a friend 
there earlier in the war, to keep 
for her. 

When she arrived she found 
that -her friend had been killed 
and all her clothes were gone. 

“I had no trouble in getting 
into Prague, but was taken a 
prisoner by the Russians when I 
triéd to leave. Once again I was 
placed in a camp.” 

One snowy night 
of winter Carla, and another 
Dutch girl made their escape 
They tramped 20. miles through a 
snow storm and reached safety 
in Hof, Bavaria. 

With these ordeals behind her 
Carla Bivainis came to this 
country, and to Victoria. She did 
domestic work for a year at a 
home in Sidney.
